last week. Senator'Beveridge spoke 
in part as follows: 


"Mr. President: I address the 


senate at this time because senators 
and members of the house on both 
sides have asked that I give to con- 
gress and the country my observa- 
tions in the Philippine* and the Far 
East, and the conclusions which 
those observations compel; and be> 
cause of hurtful 'resolutions intro. 
duced and utterances made in the 
senate, every word tff which will cost 
find is costing the lives of American 
soldiers. 
•"Mr. President, the times call for 
candor. 
The Philippines are ours 


forever, 'territory belonging to our 
"United States,' as the constitution 
calls them. 
And just beyond the 


Philippines are China's illimitable 
markets. 
"We will not retreat from 


either." 
"We will not repudiate our 


duty in the Archipelago. 
"We will 


not abandon our opportunity in the 
Orient. 
"We will not remunce our 


part in the mission of our race, trus- 
tee, under God, of the civilization of 
the world. " And we will move for- 
ward to ourvwork, not howling out 
regrets like slaves whipped to their 
burdens, but with gratitude for a 
task worthy of our strength, 
and 


thanksgiving to Almighty God that 
He has marked us as His chosen, peo- 
ple, henceforth to lead in the-regen- 
eration of the world. 


" COMMAND THE PACIFIC. 
"The island empire is the last land 


left in all the oceans. 
If it should 


prove a mistake to abandon it, the 
blunder once made would be irre- 
trievable. 
If it proves a mistake to 


hold it, tlie error can be corrected 


What would it be in twenty years 
wheji China had 20,000 miles of rail- 
way 
instead of 340? American 


statesmen were committing a crime 
against every industry if they failed 
to put America where it could com- 
mand that trade.

were the nearest gateway to that vast 
oriental commerce. They command- 
ed the commercial situation of the 
entire east. 


"But if they did not command 


China, India, the orientt the whole

11 ''I have cruised more thim two 
thousand miles through the archi- 
pelago, every moment a surprise at 
its loveliness and wealth.

ridden' hundreds of miles

riches. 
No land in America sur- 


passes in fertility the plains and val- 
leys of Luzon. Kice and coffee, sugar 
and cocoanuts, hemp and tobacco, and 
many products of the temperate, as 
well us tropic zone, grow In various 
sections of the archipelago. I hav.e 
seen hundreds of bushels of Indian 
corn lying in a road fringed \yitli 
banana trees. 
The forests of Ne- 


gros, Mindanao, Mindora;

a ml parts of Luzon are invaluable 
und intact. The wood of the Philip- 
pines can supply the furi>itiive of the 


laui, Mabiui and Aguiualdo. Arcl- 
lani, the chief justice of our supreme 
court, is a profound lawyer, aud a 
brave and incorruptible man. Ma- 
biui is the highest type of sublety 
aud the most constructive mind that 
race has yet produced. Aguinaldo is 
a clever popular leader, able, brave, 
resourceful, cunning, ambitious, un- 
scrupulous and masterful. 
He 
Is 


full of decision, iuitiative and au- 
thority and had the confidence of tne 
masses. 
He is a natural dictator. 


His Idea of government are absolute 
orders, implicit obedience or imme- 
diate death. 
He understands 
the 


character of his countrymen. He IE 
a Malay Sylla, not a Filipino Wash- 
ington.", 


The senator said these conclusions 


were forced upon him by observing 
the people in all walks of life in the 
different islands, and by conversa- 
tions with foreign merchants, priests, 
mestizos, pure Filipinos, and every 
variety of mind, character and opin- 
ion from San Fernando, in Luzon, 
on down through the entire archi- 
pelago to the interior of Sulu. These 
conversations were had informally 
at dinner tables, on journeys, and the 
like, and were always under condi- 
tions favorable to entire frankness 
anu unreserve. 4 


Senator Beverldge then read to the 


senate extracts from a great number 
of Interviews with natives and mer- 
chants in each of the islands he vis- 
ited, all tending to prove that the 
climate was ideal, the islands incon- 
ceivably rich and the natives wholly 
incapable of self-government, 


HOLD THEM FOREVER. 


Continuing, lie said: 


ly to fight, harrass, retreat, break up 
into small parties, if necessary, as 
they are doing now, but by any 
means hold out until the next presi- 
dential election, and our forces will 
be withdrawn. 
All this has aided 


the enemy more tnau climate, arms 
and battle. 
Senators, I have heard 


these reports myself; I have talked 
with the people; I have seen our 
mangled boys in the hospital and 
field; I have stood on the firing line 
end beheld our dead soldiers, their 
faces turned to the pitiless southern 
sky;

UNFIT FOR SELF-RXJLE. 


"But, senators, It would be better 


to abandon this combined garden and 
Gibraltar of the Pacific, and count 
our blood and treasure already spent 
a profitable loss, than to apply any 
academic arrangement of self-gov- 
ernment to these children. They are 
not capable of self-government. 


"We must act on the situation as 


it exists, not as we would wish It. I 
have talked with hundreds of these 
people, getting their views as to the 
practical workings of self-govern- 
ment. The great majority simply do 
not understood any participation in 


with the Filipinos we were dealing 
with children. "Simple and strong," 
he repeated, "simple and strong; the 
meaning of those two words must 
be written in every line of Philippine 
legislation, realised in every act of 
Philippine administration.*' 


Then at considerable length Senc- 


tor Beveridge discussed the ethical 
side of expansion in tlie light of the 
declaration of independence and the 
federal constitution. 
The words of 


empire, he contended, were expressly 
written in the constitution, and that 
the power to govern as the republic 
might please and under any form it 
might choose was distinctly and spe- 
cifically set forth.

In a genuine Boer family the Bible lies 
npnn the center table, and every day Is 
opened and closed with family prayer. 
A collection of sermons is taken along 
when ou a journey, and public services 
are attended regularly, even If at great 
sacrifice and trouble. 
As Ilk- farms 


are large and the people widely scat- 
tered public services can often be held 
.t Irregular intervals only, as one pns- 
or of ton has charge of hundreds of 
quare miles of territory. Great Inter- 
'St Is accordingly attached lo Uie regu- 
ur (iiiarlerly meetings, when not a 
nember of the family, except the filck, 
'alls lo appear. On such occasions n 
vast multitude of wagons surround the 
church, and the celebration of the 
-ord's supper is frequently followed hy

After their arrival Ya-io-wa-noh noti- 
fied him of his election to the office of 
chief. 
He called the other night at 


Ya-ie-wa-noh's house, aud Mr. Con- 
verse, iier husband, announced that 
Ilctl Sky bad arrived. As he stepped 
into the rooms 
Ya-ie-wa-noh 
said, 


"Goodby, Hod Sky. Nyah-.vas-ka-nob," 
which in Indian means "C51ad to sec 
you" and "You're welcome. Chief Gy- 
aut-wa-ka." The chief bowed low aud 
had a pleasant talk with Ya-ic-wa-nob. 
who placed the horns in his possession 
and rend (o htm the decree of the 
chiefs appointing him and setting forth 
his duties. The mention of thu ua:ne 
of Hcd Sky by Ya-ie-wji-uob wns, ac- 
cording to the ludiitu rules, tbe last 
time that that name should be men- 
tioned.
